‘The writ is dismissed as 
improvidently granted” -- was 
the one sentence order of the 
court -- which .means that after 
hearing arguments felt it should 
not have taken the case in the 
first place. 

Chief Justice Earl Warren 
earlier this year was highly cri- 
tical of the sheriff’s office tac- 
tics in using an undercover agent 
to get information from Mrs. 
Miller while she was being held 
in jail in San Bernardino,

lt a property tax relief 
bill is voted, it will mean 
the rate will remain at 
five per cent. This would 
make $155 million avail- 
able for the counties and 
some $38 million for the 
eneral fund, since about 

193 million a year is 
realized from a half cent 
on the sales tax, 


The Assembly has 
passed a property tax re- 
lief bill, but it is not ac- 
ceptable to the adminis- 
tration and may have a 
difficult time in the Sen- 
ate, 


It 18 tied to a constitu- 
tional amendment which 
provices, among other 
things, that property as- 
sessments may be made 
on different ratios -- one 
for business property and 
the other for residential 
property. 


The major associations 
of California educators 
and school board mem- 
bers have told us that 
California should expect 
a decline in quality edu- 
cation and spiraling tax 
burdens for local proper- 
ty tax owners unless the 
state moves immediately 
with a broad application 
of its taxing power, 


There is also strong 
sentiment in the upper 
house for allowing the 
sales tax to revert to the 
four and a half per cent 
level, Some Senators ob- 
ject to property tax re- 
lief on the theory that 
whatever the state could 
do along this line would be 
meaningless -- that genu- 
ine relief to the taxpayer 
would be negated because 
of the authority of super- 
visors and governing 
bodies of California’s ci- 
ties to raise taxes, There- 
fore, they claim, even if 
the state did work out a 
formula for $155 million 
worth of relief with state 
funds as provided under 
last year’s law, actual re- 
lief in terms of cash would 
be more of an uncertainty 
than a fact. 


While these debates 
have been going on, we 
have received a strong 
plea urging us to allocate 
the full amount of $155 
million toward the gener- 
al state support of our 
public schools. 


**Adequate financing of 
school costs from state 
revenue is the surest me- 
thod of slowing down or 
avoiding tax increases, 
and where possible reduc- 
ing local property taxes,” 
according to a statement 
issued jointly by these 
powerful groups. 


We are told that with- 
out state support for each 
student, each year, the 
local property tax bur- 
den will inevitably mount. 

‘Wf the increased costs 
are to be borne complete- 
ly by the local taxpayer, 
the report said, ‘‘the 
state’s proportionate 
share of public school 
support will decline and 

property taxes for public 
schools will rise.” 


In their appeal to the

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Whetmore Recommends Closer Electro 
Look At Tax-Re

Many taxpayers have 
concerned themselves 
with problems of spiraling 
property taxes, In fact, 
petitions are now being 
circulated throughout the 
atate seeking voter signa- 
tures to place proposals 
on the November ballot to 
change the property tax 
setup in California, 

One proposal, spon- 
sored by the Los Angeles 
county assessor, provides 
that taxes on all property 
be limited to one per cent 
of market value as of July 
1, 1969, Education and 
welfare expenditures by 
local government also 
would not be supported by 
re taxes after July 

, 1973. 


Another proposal is 
similar, in that the tax 
will be limited to one per 
cent of the tull cash value. 
It does provide differenti- 
ation income pro- 
ducing property a6 @ 
means of determining full 
cash value. 

The third would elimin- 
ate all property taxation 
except for that required 
to amortize existing 
bonded indebtedness oF 
special assessment obli- 
gations. 

SOUND FINE 

On the eurface, these 
— sound fine, and 
*m eure many people, 
when requested to sign 
the petitions, will do so in 
« faith, hoping that one 
of these measures may be 
the answer to the long- 
auffering taxpayers 
throughout the sate, 

But let’s look at the 
flaws in all these pro- 
posals. Firat is the fact 
that none of them provides 
a means for finding sub- 
stitute revenues, This 
could amount either to $2 
billion or $4 billion state- 
Wide, depending u pes 
which measure would be 
auccesaful, There is no 
assurance that county, 
city and school govern- 

menta could cut their 
budgets 80 drastically. 
And it is highly unlikely 
the state could raise that 
kind of money. 

By wiping out local gov~ 
ernment, the proposals 
would accent state gov-

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ernment. And at the very 
least, the proposals would 
create chaos and an in- 
tolerable tax instability, 
directly the opposite of 
what the proponents claim 
to seek, 

The California Taxpay- 
ere Association, a state- 
wide organization repre- 
senting the broad spec~ 
trum of taxpayers in the 
state, says that if the tax 
is merely to be limited to 
one per cent of fair mar-~ 
ket value, there immedi- 
ately will enaue a fight to 
determine who among the 
cities, schools, counties 
and special districts will 
get what. 

And a lot of us who re- 
member how difficult it 
was for only the cities and 
counties to agree upon di- 
vision of sales tax rev- 
enues can predict the con- 
fusion which will follow 
when the school and spe- 
cial districts are added to

future negotiations. 

CTA predicted that if 
any one of these proposals 
is adopted by the people, 
income taxes would have 
to be tripled over what 
they were this year, or 
sales tax would have tobe 
increased to about 
cents on the dollar.

B of A Establishes New 
Types Of Checking Plans 


Bank of America today 
(June 17) revised its 
checking account service 
to better meet the specific 
needs of individuals, 

Called “Personal 
Choice” checking ac- 
counts, the improved ser- 
vice was made poss ible by 
electronic data pro- 
cessing, oes to 
Chairman of the Board 
Louls B, Lundborg. 

“The expanded use of 
computers es checking 
account bookkeepers en- 
ables us to offer a wider 
selection of economical 
plans,” Lundborg said, 

Newest of the services 
is the “Two/One/Free” 

plan under which custom~- 
ers write as many 
checks as they wish for 
a flat monthly charge of 
two dollars, one dollar, 
or no charge. The cost 
is based on the minimum 
balance, 

Another service for 
customers desiring 4 
monthly statement is the 
“Basic” plan, with 
charges varying ac- 


cording to the number of 
checks written and the 
minimum balance, 

Bank of America is not 
changing its “Tenplan” 
checking service, which 
is designed for people who 
write only a few checks 
and require onlya 
quarterly statement, 

However, BankAmer- 
icard holders using a 
Tenplan account may ob- 
tain a discount on their 
checking account 
charges.
